THE PAN-AMERICAN PARIS. 
New Orleans makes known to sister cities an 
ambition to become the “capital of the Pan- 
American world.” In a late banquet speech John 
Barrett, director of the Pan-American Union, 
gave the representatives of its commercial and 
other interests great encouragement in seeking 
this status. New Orleans holds that its aspira- 
tion is justified by its founding under Latin. 
American auspices, its proportion of residents 
speaking Latin-American tongues—‘“greater than 
that of any city tn the New Union except New 
York”—and especially its geographical location. 
It pictures to itself the New Orleans of the future 
as the gay Paris of the two continents and as- 


serts that if the leaders of its thought and action 


form a definite conception of the kind of city 
that would be adequate to the honor and then 
devote all effort to making New Orleans just 
that sort of a city, the distinction will be easily 
attained. 

The ambition is laudable. Whether realized 
or not it shows appreciation of the Mississippi 
Valley of coming years joined to Latin-America 
by Col. Goethals’ great work.

CHINA’S START AS; REAL REPUBLIC. 

The orderly conduct of the first election of a 
President under China’s*republican constftution 
and the fact that for two ballots moré than a 
third ofsthe Assembly dared to oppose Yuan Shi 
Kai will not seem unsignificant in American eyes. 
It indicates greater latitude fn politics than we 
have been led heretofore to believe was permitted 
under Yuan s strong-arm regency. It also gives 
a promise that a resolute contingent prepared to 
perform for the new republic the valuable service 
of a party of the opposition in resisting aggres- 
sion will not be wanting in the Assembly in the 
future. 

China will not always need in its presidency 
a man of Yuan’s ambitious, crafty, willful type. 
But pending the time when the loss, if any, in- 
curred by the republican idea in the utter collapse 
of Dr. Sun Yat Sen’s uprising in the south is 
more fully explained to us, it must be conceded 
that Yuan seems to be the sort of man it needs 


now. The unprogressive, unintelligent, inert mil- | 


lions of the country have many lessons to learn. 
It may be shown in coming days that many of 
them have not even learned that primary lesson 
of absolute acquiescence in the decision of majori- 
ties, the vital principle of republics. Only a 
strong man could succeed agdinst the enormous 
difficulties of the transition period between au- 
tocracy and democracy. 

The test of Yuan’s devotion to poplar sover- 
eignty will be watched interestedly by the sister- 
hood of republics into which, after tedious pre- 
liminaries, the oldest nation and newest republie 
is at last adopted.

Told Across the Footlights— 
Interestipg Happenings in 

London Theatrical World.

my thinking. the most important | 
theatrical announcement « from 
. New York during the past week 
is that in which F. C. Whitney states 
that Mme. Bertha Kalich soon will be 
presented ‘at a metropolitan playhouse, 
undér” his management, in a romantic 
drama entitled ““Rachel,’’ written . vy 
Carina Jordan, telling the vivid real-life 
story of the great French tragedieune 
jot ah earlier generation whose name 
the new play bears. 
| My personal interest {n this impend- 
ing premiere is due. to my individual 
belief that Mme. Kalich, in a stage 
work worthy of her powers, is the fore- 
most tragic actress now before tre 
American playgoing public. This con- 
 vietion is based upon her noble achieve- 
ment’ in Maurice Maeterlinck’s “Monna 
| Vanna” and in Angel Guimera’s “‘Marte 
fof the Lowlands,” each of these .plays 
giving her a triumph, the validity ef 
which was undeniable. These triumphs 
were not accidental. In the title role of 
both plays the genius of Kalich shone 
with the most convincing luminance. 
Het ‘art.was austere and pfofoundly 
moving. The chaste dignity and sacri- 
ficial piteousness of her Monna. Vanna 
and the dreadful poignancy of her 
Marta could not have been attained by 
any mere chance of fortuitous happen- 
ing or solely through the strength of 
the plays themselves. She Was su- 
premely in control of her material at 
all moments and the impression which 
she left’ upon one’s mind is indelible. 
The future career of Kalich hangs now 
upon two issues. The first is ihe 
worthiness of the plays in which she 
shall appear. The second is as to her 
own fortitude and devotion in art. I 
shall hope that these have been suffi- 
ciently tough in’fiber to have saved «er 
from becoming utterly dismayed, 
broken and disheartened by certain 
lucklegs experiences with plays ‘that 
lacked the true dramatic fire and that 
denied her genius the full employment 
necessary to its cornplete revelation. 


Of late years Mme. Kalich, to a sin- 
gular degree, has been one of those ill- 
starred artists whom “ungerciful dis- 
aster followed fast and followed faster’ 
until the hopeless cry of ‘““Nevermore!” 
seemed tndeed the only utterance pos- 
sible to her soul's Voicing. 

“Sappho and Phaon,” “The Witch,” 
“Cora” —these are the three plays that 
stand ofit most prominently as having 
forbidden that advance of Kalich in 
the fame and good fortune to which 

r Monna Vanna and her )iMarta 
made~her title cledr. The first-named 
work, a modern poetic drama by Percy 
Mackaye, was classically beautiful, but 
too cold and’ conventional along ancient 
lines to contain any considerable appeal 
to present-day playhouse audiences. The 
second of the three dramas named, tell- 
ing a story of the grim superstition 
and intolerance of our early Puritan 
times, was insupportably somber and 
repellant. The third, a tawdry and su- 
perficial play of theatrical life, written 
by Fred de Gresac, otherwise Mme. 
Victor Maurel, was so cheap, false and 
trivial as to snake Kalich a pathetic 
figure in its playing. Not one of. these 
plays could have been made to live. It 
was Kalich's anmerited misfortune that 
she went down to failure with them, 
inevitably, because of their weakness. ‘ 
And it Is from their calamitous effect 
upon her Fee gitar nea that she 
must rise to her 
the necessary opportunity and courage 
being given her. I hope ‘‘Rache!”’ is 
.worthy of her best and. pluckiest en- 
deavor. She is entitled to a fairer test 
of her powers than has been accorded 
her during ‘thé past five or six vears.

PLAN PREVAILS 


Educational Accomplishments of 
Girl of 11 Is Proof of © 
Theory’s Success. 


READY FOR COLLEGE. AT 9 


‘At 11 She Speaks and Writes 
Eight Languages and Teaches 
Esperanto to Adults. 


PITTSBURG, ~Oct. 11.—Mistress of 
eight languages, including the polyglot. 
| Esperanto, conversant on leading educa- 
(tional topics of the day, prepared fur 
college, at the age of 9 years, and at 
present teaching an Esperanto Class «f 

adults, and aged but 11 years! 

Such are the wonderful accomplish- 
ments of Winifred Sackville Stoner, 
aged 11 years, who, her mother say4, 
‘is a product of a theory of natural 
education.” 

While Winifred is a daughter of the 
first woman in America to sveak the 
Hsperanto, she does not rely on her 
mother’s genius or influence to aid her. 
in what she already terms her ‘‘chosen 
field of endeavor.’"’ The little girl fs 
far more accomplished, even at her ten- 
der age, than are pupils in the high 
schools of the lang; in fact, she has 
been graduated from the studies thet 
are included in a high school course. 

Begins Career as Teacher. 

On Saturday, Oct. 4, at 7 p. m., the 
little girl gave her first lessons in Ee- 
peranto to a class of about 200 in ths 
Carnegie Music Hall. To those who 
watched the child as she stood before 
the class of young men and women ex- 
plaining the rudiments of Esperante, 
the performance was little short of 
wonderful. Here is how the little lady 
sums up the universal language: 

“Esperanto is my religion. It has done 
me much good and I am anxiouy that 
others learn it. My mother taught me 
what I know as well as schooled re 
at an early age in things that-are 
taught most children only after they 
gave reached an age bordering on ma- 
turity. 

‘The spreading of Esperanto on my 
mother’s part is purely missionary. Only 
recently she began teaching an Espe- 
ranto class in the Carnegie Music Hall, 
where I, too, am giving lessons. Her 
lessons are free to all. My mother does 
this because she wants all the people 
to learn the universal language.” 

In three months, the young prodigy 
says, anyone may speak Eesperanto 
fluently, as it takes no longer than 
that to learn it. 

University Considers Course. 

‘The idea of teaching Esperanto is 
now being discussed at the University 
of Pittsburg,”’ little Miss Stoner con- 
tinued, “and the deans have voted in 
fayor of including the language as a 
regular aourse. I sincerely trust the 
school will see fit to take decisive action 
at once tn order that all the Pitt stu- 
dents may be given an early opportu- 
nity to learn the new language. If Hs- 
peranto: is adopted there before the 


in the spring. 

“Esperanto is a simple language. You 
learn 16 rules and you have the entire 
thing... All that remains to be memo- 
rized is the vocabulary. Of that you 
may learn as little or as much as you 
like.” 

Besides being able to speak seven dif- 
ferent languages, the little girl writes 
them equally as well as she writes En- 
glish. She attributes her accomplish- 
ment to the fact that she was taught 
everything she knows in “play form” 
by her mother. Knowledge is absorbed 
unconsciously by this method, she Says, 
and children who are unable otherwise 
to learn things may be made into bright 
pupils by this manner of teaching. 

De Away With Schools.

Tragic Fate of Women 
of London Who Live Alone 
ENSUS returns reveal that there 
& are over 58,000 women in Lon- 
don living alone. One of these, 
writing to a London newspaper, urges 
that some social provision should be 
made for such soiitary lives and com- 
plains of the limitations that are set 
to women who are friendless in she 
metropolis. 

“On behalf of the other 58, 593 wom- 
en who are placed as I am,” she 
writes, “may I suggest that the lone- 
ly women of Lonidacn be. granted more 
liberty to live? For nearly 10 years I 
have lived alone in London and -:n 
all that time I have not met one ac- 
quaintance whom I could talk to inti- 
mately,,or whom I could really call 
‘friend.’ Only those who have to en- 
dure the terror of living alone know 
in what narrow circles one has to 
move when the limits of one’s exist- 
ence are the office or the shop and 
one’s private rooms in a dismal 
square. In smaller cities it is possible 
for a woman to go about alone and 
find the social nappiness which every 
nature seeks. In London it is danger- 
cus for women to be alone. I dare not 
fo to -he theater. I dare not dine out: 
[ dare not undortake an occasional 
trip to the seaside. The experience 
is maddening, and the life has be- 
come to me like that of a bird in a 
cage, seeking room to fly but denied 
it. Is there no way out of this cage, 
whose bars are unseen, but very 
real?”

Robert Bacon to ‘Represent Car- 
negie Foundation on 
Journey. 


LISBON, Oct. il.—Robert Bacon, at 
one time Sécretary of State in the see- 


i Roosevelt administration, spent sev- 


eral days in Portugal previous to sail- 
ing for South America, whither he has 
gone in the interest of better and closer 
relations between nations. 

“Personally, aside from my mission,” 
said Bacon in this connection, ‘‘no coun- 
try holds for me more interest than 
South America. When I was in the 
State Department South American af- 
fairs had a peculiar interest for me. 
Now more than ever thé attention of 
the world is being directed to the con- 
tinent south of the United States, which 
is developing in a way that has no com- 
parison in history except with our own 
development. In a little while the Pan- 
ama Canal will increase this rapid 
growth, particularly on the western 
coast. Our intellectual and commercial 
relations, already very important with 
South Americag will grow, and the isola- 
tion that now prevents many persons 
from the United States from traveling 
to the Southern, continent will largely 
disappear.” 

Bacon is visiting Soutn America under 
the auspices of the Carnegie Foundation 


|tor International Peace. In further ex- 


planation of his journey, hé said: 

“The movement which has behind /*t, 
in America, Senat ‘Root, President 
Nicholas Murray Butler of Columbia 
University, James Brown Scott and oth- 
ers associated with them, has very defi- 
nite and specific purposes and practical 
methods of accomplishing them. 

“The membership of the Institute of 
International Law comprises some of 
the most learned men of Burope an‘ 
America, who hold regular meetings to 
discuss the laws that govern the rela- 
tions of nations. Now a similar inati- 
tute has been established for South 
America. and & part of my work will Le 
to encourage the formation of branches 


of this society, of which Senator Rovt 


is president. 

“TI will discuss aleo the arrangement 
of exchanges between the tniversities 
of South America and those of the 
United States, of both professors and 
students, and also the exchange visits 
of individuals. By these means the na- 
tions must acquire a more intimate un- 
derstanding of the problems that each 
one faces, and the peoples must oe 
drawn into a closer intellectual and 
spiritual relationship.”

These creature 
comforts would not have appealed to 
me so strongly had I carried out my 
original program of going from my 
camp direct to friends. 
| In the 10 days that I spent in flight 
I endured many hardships that I had 
not encountered before. I had left my 
comfortable, sheltered bed of fir boughs, 
had deserted my stock of dried flesh 
and my known supply of berries. Also 
I had hurried through underbrush at 
the cost of many slight but somewhat 
painful wounds. 

The last two nights before I reached 
Megantic I had slept but little because 
of the terrific downpour of rain. I had 
been forced to spend the nights sitting 
on the sheltered sides of trees and was 
unable to build a fire. During the last 
two days I had eaten little except a 
single partridge. Also my flight and 
worry had sapped the buoyancy from 
my life. 

My food during my period ‘in the 
woods, as I have told before, largely 
consisted of fish, fresh deer meat, bear 
meat, spruce partridges and berries. «s 
late as last week I found blueberries in 


lithe burnt lands. 


I came out feeling in fine condition. 
I do not believe every man can do what 
I have done, but I feel confident that 
a man with good health, a knowledge 
of the woods and resourcefulness can 
accomplish the same thing. I believe 
jarfy one of the game wardens could do 
lit. I have satisfied a curiosity.

awful lonesomeness, because of which 
I came near coming out twice. The iso- 
lation almost drove me crazy. Several 
times I have heard voices afar off and 
that made it only the harder. 

The eating question is nothing, neither 
is the dress. I did not suffer any to 
speak of from the cold. It was that 
awful lonesomeness. 


Loafed Last Ten Days. 


URING the last 10 days I ac- 
complished little. Up to this 
time I constantly aspired to ac- 

complish something, but my ambition 
left me. During the past 10 days I 
believe I have gained 10 pounds because 
of this. 

On my trip up to Canada I simply 
used the mpss on the north side of the 
trees to guide me. I have worn my 
furs but little lately. I dressed up te 
come to town. 

On my last night I don’t know 
whether I camped in Canada or Maine. 
It was somewhere on the other side 
of Beattie. I did not sleep any because 
the rain was falling heavily. Perhaps 
it was about two hours I sat with my 
back against a tree. 

I started on this march to Canada 
the day after I waved the torch on the 
shore of King and Bartlett Lake. When 
I got out I was not sure whether it 
was Saturday or Sunday. It was a 
pretty rough country, but my trip was 
largely down hill all the way. 

I came through the deepest forest be- 
cause I did not dare to strike the roads 
for fear of being seen before time. Then 
from up in the mountains I heard a 
wonderful thing. I heard the whistle 
of a train. I pressed towards it and 
finally came on .the railroad tracks. 
Someone told me later it was a little 
after 4 o'clock. 

When the Maine Game Wardens came 
to my room at the hotel I said to.Chief 
Durign, their spokesman:

Money Lender Under Sentence 
of Six Months, Originator of 
Note-Buying Idea. 
—_——- 

D. H. Tolman, who has been sen- 
tenced to serve six months in prison 
for’ violating the New York. State law 
against usury, # known in St. Louls as 
ai most prominent member of a group 
of Eastern capitalists who are financing 
money-lending establishment in the 

-arge cities of the United Stafes. 

Three months ago, Tolman, who had 
been considered one of the largest deal- 
ers in loans to St. Lou's wage-earners, 
was paroled from the payment of a 
heavy fine iniposed by the United Siates 
Court in New Jersey on condition that 
he would sever his connection with the 
“loan shark" business. 

A few days later his name was re- 
moved from the sign on his office door 


in the Houser Bullding here and thel’ 


name “Fisher & Co."" substituted. Tol- 
man’s nime ifs. still on the office safe. 
and the two women in charge of the 
office say they never have met “Fish- 
er’ and knoW nothing of his. where- 
abouts except that he is supposed to 
live in the East. . 


Pretty Woimen an Aanet. 

Tolman, according to attaches of St. 
Louis Justice of the Peace courts, is the 
originator of the “‘note buying” system. 
the latest of a long series of schemes to 
evade the usury laws. He also is cred- 
ited with having conceived the idea of 
installing attractive women in money 
lenders’ offices as a valuable asset of 
the business. 

He began business here in 19 and 
since that time had financed small loans 
oggregating’ a bie fortune. His busi- 
ness methods have varied in keeping 
with the enactment of laws against 
usury and these changes were calculated 
tc keep him from belng charged with 
criminal offense. 

In 1911 the Stace Legialature passed a 
law invalidating the assignment of un- 
earned wages by the makers of notes 
to money lenders. This was considered 
a serious handicap, by the loan sharks, 
as the only security they had been re- 
ceiving for money lent to wage earners 
was the assignment of future wages. 

To Tolman is given credit for the birth 
of a new system to get around the 1911 
statute. “Fhe. method, while simple, is 
said to be effective to the extent that 
victims of usurers cannot prosecute a 
criminal charge against those using the 
system. 

Borrower indorses Note. 

Under the plan, the money lender does 
not advance money to the maker of 4 
note, but compels the borrower to in- 
dorse a note made payable to himself. 
The borrower, thereby, fs not the maker 
of the note, and as (."dorses he .an as- 
sign his future earnings witnout conflict- 
ing with the law. 

If a man wishes to borrow $2 he ts 
told by the money lender that his own 
note will not be accepted as security, 
but that a note bearing his endorse- 
ment will be taken. The note, how- 
ever, must be for $40, the clerk is told,

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World’s Champion 

Athlete Is a Modest 

Presbyterian Minister, Who at 23 

Calls Himself a Has-Been and 

Hopes His Kid Brother Will 

Eclipse Him—Doesn’t Care a Rap 
for the Championship. 


RED C. THOMSON, all-round national amateur 
champion and the world’s premier athlete, is 
now ordained to the Presbyterian ministry and 
is to be pastor of Hope Church in Eagle Rock 

Valley, a suburb of Los Angeles. That he is the fore- 

most athlete, regarded by many as greater than the 

dethroned Jim Thorpe, has never been regarded as a 

matter of import by the big, boyish young preacher. 

“IT cannot say that I have ever followed athletics at 
all,” he said to a Post-Dispatch correspordent. “What I 
have done has only been for exercise. Followed for any 
other purpose it is aimle.s. Why, I never really trained 
for anything in my life except for four days previous to 
the Los Angeles meet in July, and for a week or two 
in a desultory fashion before I won the championship. 
At Princeton I was mre of a pacemaker than anything 
else. I was not eligible for the intercollegiate events, 
and those are the ouly athletic events I really cared for.” 

It was. plain that he regretted keenly his not being 
.able to uphold the honor of the Orange and Black while 


at college. He showed lots of Princeton spirit, but was 


only a seminary student. He was graduated from Occi- 
dental College at the age of 20 ana from the theological 
seminary last June. He is now 23. 

“Really,” he said, “I can’t get up much interest in 
all-round athletics. I failed to lower the record I had 
already made in this last competition, and I really have 
come to consider myself a has-been. But say, I’ve got 
a brother”—— 

Rev. Mr. Thomson here displayed real enthusiasm. 
His friends say he takes more interest in what his kid 
brother can do than in anything he has been able to 
accomplish himself. 

“My brother is only 17 and still in high school, but 
he’s over six feet and weighs 180.

HAT thousands of collections of In- 
dian antiquities in private and

by Walter Lee Griffin 
of Somerset, Ky. The 
amazing prevalence of

These 
were the subject of a 
learned and illustrated 
monograph in the re- 
ports of the Bureau of 
American Ethnology. 

In a two-volume work 
on Indian antiquities 
which was written by a 
college professor and 
which is accepted as the 
authority on the sub- 
ject, Griffin discovered 
a scction, copiously ilustrated, upon certain unprecedent- 
ed forms of banner stomes and other relics “unearthed 
in Pennsylvania.” These, the fiaud detector declares, 
were made pot many years ago in Allentown. 

The market in which the counterfeiters peddle their 
wares ie an immense one. In the United States there 
are 7500 private collectors. In addition, there are thou- 
sands of historical societies, public tb: aries, university 
and public museums, city halls and state houses which 
have collections of Indian relics ranging from a few 
pieces to hundreds of thousands of specimens. More- 
over, the great museums of Europe are continually add- 
ing to their collections of Indian antiquities. 

Griffin estimates that 150 perscns are engaged in the 
manufacture of bogus relics in the United States, nearly 
every state having its representatives. But the chief 
centers of supply, he declares, are in Missouri, Virginia, 
West Virginia, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Ten- 
nessee, Indiana, Minnesota and California. The chief 
“fence” of the industry is in Dayton, O., although St. 
Louis. to a lesser extent, has sevved as a distributing 
point for examples of the Missouri counterfeiter’s art. 

St. Charles County, Missouri, according to Griffin, is 
noted for its output of spurious hematite ax heads, the 
genuine ones being so extremely rare that he has known 
a collector to pay $660 for a single specimen. The im!- 
tation axes ate made of cement mixed with fine steel 
filings, molded with the hands while plastic, and baked 
in an oven. To his personal knowledge, Griffin says, 
one of the cement axes was sold to a collector as & 
“bargain” for $65. 

Missouri also has the distinction, he says, of having

The 
bowl was moulded of plaster of 
paris, painted brown te imitate 
jasper and ballasted with le*d shot 
to give it the weight of stone. 


The country’s most extensive 
traffic in fraudulent relics, says 
Griffin, was conducted unsuspected 
for nearly a quarter of a century 
by a Virginia family, consisting of 
father, mother and two sons.

HAT thousands of collections of In-

meeting of the Inte. ma- 
tional Seciety of Arch- 
eologists in St. Louis 
by Walter Lee Griffin 
of Somerset, Ky. The 
amazing prevalence of 
bogus relics bas caused 
the organization to cre- 
ate for him the new of- 
fice of “fraud detector.”’ 

So skillful are the 
counterfeiters, accord- 
ing to Griffin, that in 
the cases of the Smith- 
sonian Institution he 
found rare forms of 
' pipes and arrow heads 
which were treasured as 
genuine, but which were 
recently manufactured 
in Vir These 
were the subject of a 
learned and illustrated 
monograph in the re- 
ports of the Bureau of 
American Ethnology. 

In a two-volume work 
on Indian antiquities 
which was written by a 
college professor and 
whirh is accepted as the 
authority on the sub- 
ject, Griffin discovered 
a scction, copiously illustrated, upen certain unprecedent- 
ed forms of banner stomes and other relics “unearthed 
in Pennsvivania.” These, the fiaud detector declares, 
were medce pot many years ago in Allentown. 

The market In which the counterfeiters peddle their 
wares ic an immense one. In the United States there 
are 7500 private collectors. In addition, there are thou- 
sands of historical societies, public th: aries, university 
and public museums, city balls and state houses which 
have collections of Indian relics ranging from a few 
pieces to hundreds of thousands of specimens. More- 
over, the great museums of Europe are continually add- 
ing to their collections of Indian antiquities. 

Griffin estimates that 150 perscns are engaged in the 
manufacture of bogus relics in the United States, nearly 
every state having its representatives. But the chief 
centers of supply, he declares; are in Missouri, Virginia, 
West Vircinia, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Ten- 
nessee, Indiana, Minnesota and California. The chief 
“fence” of the industry is in Dayton, O., although St. 
Louis. to a lesser extent, has sevved as a distributing 
point for examples of the Missduri counterfeiter’s art. 

St. Charles County, Missouri, according to Griffin, is 
noted for its output of spurious hematite ax heads, the 
genuine ones being so extremely rare that he has known 
a collector to pay $660 for a single specimen. The im!- 
tation axes ate made of cement mixed with fine steel 
filings, molded with the hands while plastic, and baked 
in an oven. To his personal knowledge, Griffin says, 
one of the cement axes was sold to a collector as a 
“bargain” for $65. 

Missouri also has the distinction, he says, of having 
palmed off on a collector an arrow head chipped from 
window glass, although the manufacture of glass was 
unknown to the Indians. The specimen was represent- 
ed as quartz crystal. If genuine, Griffin asserts, the 
specimen would have been almost priceless. 

In the museum of a St. Louis archeologist, Griffin 
found what at firet giance wou:d have seemed a valua- 
ble example of a calumet, or peace pipe. It was sup- 
posed to have been dug up in Tennessee, and was 
for $50. The fraud detector calculated, from its 
orate workmanship, that an Indian, with his primitive 
tools, working six hours a day, would have required 
six months to complete it. On the bow! was carved 
head and beak of a bird. .

N September, 1898, the First Volunteer Cavalry, 

in company with most of the rest of the Fifth

The previous year, the machine or standpat Repub 
licans, who were under the domination of Senator Platt, 
had come to a complete break with the anti-machine 
element over the New York mayoralty. This had 
brought the Republican party to a smash, not only in 
New York City, but in the State, where the Democratie¢

Alton B. Parker, was elected by 60,000 or 80,000 major- 
ity. Mr. Parker was an able man, a lieutenant of Mr.

Thesé conservative Demoérats 
were planning how to wrest the Democratic party from 
the control of Mr. Biyan. They hailed Judge Parker’s 
victory as a godsend.

After being nominated, I made a hard and aggressive 
campaign through the State.

My object was to make 
the people understand that it. was Croker and not the 
nominal candidate who was my real opponent; that the 
choice lay between Crokerism and myself. Croker was 
a powerful and truculent man, the autocrat of his 
organization, ard of a domineering nature. For his own 
reasons he insisted upon Tammany’s turning down an 
excellent Democratic Judge who was a candidate for re 
election. This gave me my chance. Under my attack, 
Croker, v bho vas a stalwart fi hting man and who would 
not take an attack tamely, himself came to the front. 
I was able to fix the contest in the publie mind as 
being one hetween himself and myself; and, against all 
probabilities, I won by the rather narrow margin of 
18,000 plurality.

East of the Mississippi the Republican vote for Mr. Mc 
Kinley was larger by far than it had been for Abraham 
Lincoln in the days when the life of the nation was at 
stake. Mr. Bryan championed many sorely needed re 
forms in the interest of the plain people; but many of 
his platform proposals, economic and otherwise, were of 
such a character that to have put them into practice 
would have meant to plunge all our people into con- 


‘ditions far worse than any of those for which he sought 


a remedy. The free silver advocates included sincere 
and upright men who were able to make a strong case 
for their position; but with them and dominating them 
were all the believers in the complete or partial repudia- 
tion of national, state and private debts; and not only 
the business men but the workingmen grew to feel that 
under these circumstances too heavy a price could not 
be paid to avert the Democratic triumph. The fear of 
Mr. Bryan’ threw almost all the leading men of all 
classes into the arms of whoever opposed him. 

The Republican bosses, who »ewere already very 
powerfu!, and who were already in fairly close alliance 
with the privileged interests, now found everything 
working to their advantage. Good and high-minded 
men of conservative temperament in their panic played 
into the hands of the ultra-reactionaries of business and 
politics. The alliance between the two kinds of*privi- 
lege, political and financial, was closely cemented; and 
wherever there was any attempt to break it up, the cry 
was at once raised that this merely represented gnother 
phase of the assault on national honesty and individual 
and mercantile integrity. As so often happens, the ex- 
cesses and threats of an unwise and extreme radicalism 
had resulted in immensely strengthening the position 
of the beneficiaries of reaction. This was the era when 
the Standard Oil Co. achieved a mastery of Pennsyl- 
vania politics so far-reaching and so corrupt that it is 
difficult to describe it without seeming to exaggerate. 

In New York state United States Senator Platt was 
the absolute boss of the Republican party: “Big busi- 
ness” was back of him; yet at the time this, the most 
important element in his strength, was only imperfectly 
understood. It was not until I was elected Governor 
that I myself came to understand it. We were still 
accustomed to talking of the “machine” as if it were 
something merely political, with which business had 
nothing to do. Senator Platt did not use his political 
position to advance his private fortunes—therein differ- 
ing absolutely from many other political bosses. He 
lived in hotels and had few extravagant tastes. Indeed, 
I could not find that he had any tastes at all except 
for politics, and on rare occasions for a very dry theology 
wholly divorced from moral implications. But big 
business men contributed to him large sums of money, 
which enabled him to keep his grip on the machine and 
secured for them the help of the machine if they were 
threatened with adverse legislation. The contributions 
were given in the guise of contributions for campaign 
purposes, of money for the good of the party; when 
money was contributed there was rarely talk of spe- 
cific favors in return. 

Each nation has fts own pet sins to which it is merci- 
ful, and also sins which it treats as most abhorrent. 
In America we are peculiarly sensitive about big money 
contributions for which the donors expect any reward. 
In England, where in some ways the standard is higher 
than ‘here, such contributions are accepted as a matter 
of course, nay, as one of the methods by which wealthy 
men obtain peerages. it would be well-nigh an im- 
possibility for a man to secure a seat in the United 
States Senate by mere campaign contributions, in the 
way that seats in the British House of Lords have often 
been secured without any scandal h°ing caused thereby. 

The money was simply put into Mr. Platt’s hands and 
treated by him as in the campaign chest. Then he distrib 
uted it in the districts where it was most needed by the 
candidates and organization leaders. Ordinarily no 
pledge was required from the latter to the bosses, any 
more than was required by the business men from 
Mr. Platt or his lieutenants. No pledge was needed. 
It was all a “gentlemen's understanding.” As the Sen- 
ator once said to me, if a man’s character was such 
that it was necessary to get a promise from him, it was 
clear proof that his character was such that the promise 
would not be worth anything after it was made. 

It must not be forgotten that some of the worst 
practices of the machine in dealings of this kind rep 
resented merely virtues in the wrong place, virtues 
wrenched out of proper relation to their surroundings. 
A man in a doubtful district micht win only becarse 
of the help Mr. Platt gave him; he might be a decent 
young fellow without money enough to finance his own

By the aid of stout hooms, 


Portable Lawn Made of Grass Carpet 
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IVING-GRASS carpets that can

ered continues to grow in whatever place 
or use the carpet is put. To make them, 
millions of grass seeds are sown on a 


strip of carpet in a greenhouse and 
allowed to sprout and grow.

THERE ARE ELEVEN KINDS OF MIND IN THESE UNITED STATES 


scientists show us that there 

are many degrees of sanity, 
and that the abnormal may run above 
or below what we ca:l the ordinary men 
and women. 

For the purpose of study no less than 
eleven “Orders of Brain” have been laid 
down, and every one of us belongs to 
one of these classes. 

The largest class of all is the average 
man, constituting four-fifths of the popu- 
lation, in round figures some seventy-two 
million of the ninety-two million popu- 
lation of the United States in 1910, when 
the last census was taken. In this class 
are the laborers, the trades, manufactur- 
ers, the great middle class, which is the 
mental, moral and physical backbone of 
the community, for it is always normal, 
never loses the s@énse of perspective, and 
while conservative is safe. It progresses 
slowly, but steadily, but it does progress 
and its voice is always right, or as we 
have it “The voice of the people is the 
voice of God.” Especially in the United 
States do we believe investigators of Eu- 
rope have arrived at the same conclu- 
sicn 

The next order of men are those show-

ing marked talent in every iirection, 
and there are probably eight million of 
these in the United States. They “have 
more brains” we say, and they show 
it by greater initiative and keener 
insight. To this class belong the social 
and political leaders, the professors, the 
beads of large concerns, great executive 
heads. 

Then comes the lesser genius, probably 
200,000 in the United States, who is full 
of originality and ideas, often imprac- 
tical, but really supplying those of the 
sccond order with the ideas out of which 
they make fortunes. He scorns these 
“practical” men and théy return the 


compliment, but help themselves to his - 


ideas. 

The real genius comes next, and there 
is possibly one out of a million—the 
Edisons, Bells, Westinghouses. He is at 
the top of the scale of mentality, and is 
altogether inexplicable. But he stands 
supreme. 

We now gc dow the scale and find a 
class equal in number .to the  lesset 
genius, probably 200,000, which includes 
‘he crank, the markedly eccentric, even 
the anarchist. He is just verging upon 
the irresponsible, for while «onsidered 
liable by the law, he permits his ideas 
to run away with him, and often comes 
under condemnation by the law. This 
class is unconventional, a trial to its 
friends and do either good or harm, as 
conditions permit.” 

The sixth order of mind is a large 
one. Here are probably eight million 
of our citizens, men and women, be-

The next five classes are considered 
not really sane before the law. and the 
unsoundness of mind in them ‘s graded, 
ailhough the taw do» rot a Ways art 
in accord with science in their treat- 
ment. There is brain defect or brain 
disease in all vf them. 


Those belonging to the seventh ciass 
are men and women who have occasiona! 
attacks of mental unsoundness, but, with 
proper medical care, can be saved and 
brought into one of the higher classes. 
They may be clever and capable of doing 
good work between attacks, and when 
cured. There are at least 200000 of 


these in the United States, many belong 


ing to the poorer classes and, therefore, 
most liable not to receive proper med- 
ical care. 


The eighth class is much like the pre- 
ceding, but the mental trouble is more 
deep-seated, often hereditary. They are 
frequently incurable. 
these cases “adolescent insanity.” There 
aie as many in this class as in the pre 
ceeding, but they are not so hopeful.

The lowest class 
of mental defectives is that of the worst 
congenital imbectles apd the idiots wh. 
are entirely helpless, mindless and usu- 
ally untrainable They are « <d@ad loss 
to society and only.e@ drag upon their 
unfortunate relatives. Fortunately only 
about one in every eleven hundred be 
longs to this class, making the total! fo! © 
the United States a out eighty thousand 
althougb these figures are only approxi 
mate. 


The law of averages is remarkably; 
proved in the classification of orders o! 
mind, and if an investigation be made i! 
any community it will be found that on¢ 
out of every hundred belongs te some 
one of the last five classes of itrresponsi 
ble human beings. 


Science is trying im every way to de 
crease this average, by giving proper 
treatment to the savable, and by prevent- 
ing the multiplication of other defec- 
tives, especially epileptics, known to 
transfer their defect to_their progeny.

BLOOD PRESSURE TESTS SHOW THE STATE OF YOUR

PPENDICITIS is all 
style now. If you wish to be tem, 
the rage you must have some- 


thing wrong with the blood 
pressure, for that is what the physicians 
are taking up and dwelling upon at 
great length. Even the insurance com- 
panies are examining the blood pressure 
as the sure indication of good or ill 
health, and they are wise in their gen- 
eration. 

The really surprising part of the mat- 
ter is that derangement of the blood 
pressure was not taken up many years 
ago, and it is explicable only upon the 
ground that the doctors themselves did 
not know too much about it, and that 
they had no instruments for measuring 
it with accuracy. 

To understand what is meant by the 
term we must know that the blood pres- 
sure depends upon the difference be- 
tween the amount of blood pumped by 
the heart into one end of the arterial 
system and the amount leaving by the 
capillaries in any given time. Anyone 
can easily see that unless some means 
existed by which these two factors could 
be breught into proper relationship much 
mischief might be done. If the heart 
were to continue to pump in blood while 
the arterioles, or small arteries, were 
tightly contracted the heart would either 
become strained or a vessel would burst, 
as it does in apoplexy. But if the arteri- 
oles were dilated and the heart did not 
beat more actively in order to supply 4 
larger amount of blood, the arteries 
would become empty and the pressure 
in them so low that the circulation 
through the various organs would be in- 
sufficient to keep up their activity, and 
the brain being especially sensitive, one 
would faint away. g 

The real dDalancing of the blood pres- 
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the chief regulator being in the

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medulla oblongata (just at the base of 
the brain),- where the most important 
part of the vaso-motor center is located. 
By irritation of the reots of the vagus 
nerve, or of its trunks, or of its ends 
in the heart, the movements of the heart 
become .slower and generally weaker. 
Any excessive tension in the blood ves- 
sels, involving as it does the blood sup- 
ply of the’ medulla, acts as an irritant 
to the vagus center, puts the vagus nerve 
inte action and slews the heart, thus 
preventing the tension from rising too 
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high. Diminished pressure in the ar- 
terial system, on the other hand, lessens 
the normal stimulation of the vagus cen- 
ter, and then the vagus nerve acts less 
powerfully upon the heart, its beats be- 
come quicker and the pressure rises. 


The four largest vascular districts in 
the body are those of the aplanchnic 
area (intestinal), the muscles, the brain 


and the skin. The area of the intes- 


tines is more specially under the in- 
fluence of the vaso-motor center. Any 
disturbance here, as from a stomach 
ache, greatly modifies the: blood pres- 
sure. This area acts really as the reg’

It is a great step forward for the real
